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- Detroit Edison Withdraws Request © 
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For Irrevocable Franchise 


A representative from Det- 


-roit Edison appeared before 


the Huron Township Board on 
May 12 to request a franchise 
agreement with the township. 
He also asked for a special 
election that would allow 


- Detroit Edison to have -an 


irrevocable franchise. How- 


ever, at the May 26 board 


meeting, he withdrew the 
request. | 

At the May 12 meeting the 
representative asked for the 
renewal of the franchise agree- 
ment that technically expired 


on January 6, 1999. It was a 


30-year agreement and likely 
not many in the township were 
aware of the agreement or that 
it had expired. 

Detroit Edison explained 
approval was a two-step pro- 
cess. First secure approval by 
the Board and second place a 
proposal on the ballot and con- 
duct an election with the citi- 
zens voting for or against. 

This proposal could be a 


_ part of a regular election or ifa 


special election, Detroit Edi- 
son would have paid the costs. 

Township Clerk Dawnette 
Bowers advised the board they 
could approve a “revocable 
franchise” without an election. 
Another option was to consid- 
er a franchise with another 
electrical provider. At this date 
The Weekly is not aware of 


another company approaching 
the township for the franchise. — 


Regardless of what compa- 
ny the township goes with, the 
status of the franchise will be a 
factor and if necessary an elec- 
tion would be held to get voter 
approval. : 

At the May 12 board meet- 
ing, the Edison representative 
seemed to be concerned about 
other franchises and spent con- 
siderable time discussing the 
services they provided the 
township. While no comments 
were made directly on the lack 
of lighting on most of our 
streets, Detroit Edison said it 


was aware of the problem. He 
acknowledged the lag time 
from complaint to resolution 
on existing lighting but made 
no comment on increasing the 
number of lights. 

The representative bragged 
about the upgrading and add- 
ing of circuits particularly in 
the south side of New Boston. 
As a result, he indicated, a 
power outage would affect less 
people. He indicated an addi- 
tional circuit improved service 
to the Middlebelt/Sibley/West 
Road area. 

Trustee Mason complained 
about the amount of time for a 
person to get through on the 
emergency number provided 
by Edison. He complained the 
average wait was 20 minutes. 
To this, Edison responded the 
system was under a lot of 
stress because of the number 
of storms. He claimed there 


were four major storms in a 
short period and it put a strain 
on the phone system. 

He went on to advise the 
board of their tree trimming 
efforts in the northwest section 
of the township. He indicated 
the trimming was completed 
and he also did not anticipate 
any other tree trimming pro- 
jects for the near future. He 
explained the service was con- 
tracted out and done by uni- 
versal standards or practices. 
He described two options 
regarding the tree-trim it or 
remove it. 

He concluded his remarks 
with a plug for Detroit Edison 
by indicating they had 367 
franchises just in the Southeast 
part of Michigan. He added 
that because of the large num- 
ber he prefers to get the 30- 
year irrevocable kind of agree- 
ment. He indicated he would 





ask the board for their appr- 
oval of the agreement at the 
May 26 board meeting and 
anticipated an election round 
August 3rd. 

However at the May 26 
meeting the same Edison rep- 
resentative withdrew his re- 
quest for an irrevocable fran- 
chise because he was aware 
there was to be a scheduled 
election on March 2, 2000. 
Waiting until this date would 
save Detroit Edison the cost of 
a special election that would 
have cost from $8,000-$12,000. 

Any approval made by the 
township board making the 
agreement irrevocable would 
have required an election be 
held within 60 days. 

So it appears Detroit Edison 
is willing to wait until March 
of next year and seems confi- 
dent it will get the approval it 
seeks from the township. It 


also seems content with the 
revocable status it now seems 
to think it has. Unless The 
Weekly missed something — a 
vote was never taken to renew 
any franchise agreement with 
Detroit Edison. As it stands 
now, the agreement expired 
last January 6 and a “de facto” 
situation exists. However, for 
all practical purposes the lines 
and the services continue unin- 
terrupted. 

While the board gave no 
indication of a vote or if they 
wanted to consider another 
franchise proposal — it would 
seem prudent to consider the 
position they are in. They 
could consider another fran- 
chisee or at minimum, actively 
negotiate with Detroit Edison. 
At minimum this should 
include a list of priorities and a 
timetable for completion.
